Sampson anv Brown.—A fight tasks pines en | 
Monday, in a field near Pegburn Leys, the es- 
tate of Earl F itzwilliam, about five miles from 
Doncaster, for 203. a side, between Sampson 
and Lrown. Several rounds were fought with 
much desperation, and in the twenty-first Brown 
attacked his adversary in the most violeot man- 
ner, caught him on the ropes, and hit him until 

became senseless. This was the signal for a 
sunultaneous rush to the ring; a friend of Samp- 
son's gave the office to “ come in,’ and the roped 
arena was instantly crowded wah persons armed 
with sticks, who were evidently bent on prevent- 
ing a fair sue to the battle. Sampson,on com- 
ing to hunself, claimed * a foul blow, but this was 
decided against him; and the referee, seeing 
there was pe chance of the fight be:ng continued 
with fairness, retired. Several rounds were con- 
tested amidst the most dreadful eon fusion, during 
which Brown was beaten on the bead with sticks, 
and kicked by the mob in a most disgraceful 
manner, but still he fought on. The fight was of 
course claumed on the part of Sampson, but there 
was a universal outcry against the injustice which 
had been done to Brown, and almost every back- 
er ot Lrown declared he would not pay, while 
several of the most influential betung men said 
they could not receive under such circumstances.
